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Unemployed 


Still Rises 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government said today unem­ 
ployment edged up slightly to 
6.1 per cent last month. The 
jobless rate for blacks soared 
to 10 per cent, highest since 
January 1964... 


The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said the figures showed 
“ the employment situation was 
essentially unchanged . . 
The report followed one of 
Tuesday which showed a new 
increase in wholesale prices, 
dampening 
President 
Nixon’s 
efforts to battle inflation. 
' Nixon has promised to bring 
over all unemployment down to 
4.5 per cent by the middle of 
1972. 


Secretary of Labor Jam es D. 
Hodgson 
issued 
a 
statement 
saying that, “This month’s re­ 
port on unemployment levels 
was a. disappointment. We feel 
sure unemployment rates will 
shortly be coming down but we 
are evidently now observing a 
pattern that has marked pre­ 
vious periods of economic re­ 
surgence 
after 
a 
slowdown, 
namely that a pickup in em ­ 
ployment 
always 
follows 
by 
some months an improvement 
in other economic indicators.” 
The April jobless rate was up 
one-tenth of one per cent over 
the 6 per cent rate for March, 
and was just below the nine- 
year high of 6.2 reached last 
December. 
Total 
employment 
was 
up 
slightly due mainly to more 
farm jobs. The work week for 
rank and file workers edged up 
slightly for the second month in 
a row and factory overtime 
was unchanged. 
But, after holding steady be­ 
tween December and March, 
the 
jobless 
rate 
for 
Negro 
workers moved up from 9.4 per 
cent to 10 per cent. 
The BLS said this was due 
mainly to fewer jobs for Negro 
women. 
The unemployment rate for 
whites remained 5.6 per cent. 
For teen-agers the rate re­ 
mained essentially unchanged 
at 17.2 per cent. 
The 
over-all 
unemployment 
rate of 6.1 per cent compare^ 
with a 4.7 per cent rate one 
year ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
White House took on the trapp­ 
ings of a gentleman’s farm to­ 
day with livestock grazing the 
spacious grounds and farm m a­ 
chinery dotting the manicured 
lawn. 
The pastoral setting marked 
President Nixon’s 
“salute to 
Agriculture,” a theme under­ 
lined by a photo in his office 
captioned 
“Hogs 
are 
Beau­ 
tiful.” 
There was more to the day, 
however, than a celebration of 
the good earth. The President 
invited 70 agricultural leaders 
to the executive mansion to dis 
cuss his farm policy. 
P art of Nixon’s policy is a 
$400 million program to im­ 
prove agricultural income and 
exports. All but about $50 m il­ 
lion of the program would go 
for loans. Another part would 
aim at increasing exports from 
the current $7.4 billion level to 
$10 billion. 
Nixon, who has made three 
speeches on agricultural m at­ 
ters in recent weeks, opened

But William J. Kuhfuss, pres­ 
ident of the American Farm, 
Bureau Federation, said Thurs­ 
day he was pleased generally 
with Nixon’s policies, although 
he expressed misgivings about 
continued farm subsidies. 
“ If agriculture is to be a full 
partner 
in 
America’s 
com­ 
petitive enterprise system,” he 
said, 
“ government farm pol­ 
icies must place greater re­ 
liance on the m arket system in­ 
stead of requiring farmers and 
ranchers to depend on federal 
subsidies for a substantial part 
of their income.”

The Rudd youth wfas inside 
his home when the bullet appar­ 
ently ricocheted from a refrig­ 
erator and hit him. 
The “ pistol” was identified as 
a tear gas gun, police said. 
Witnesses, along with 'police, 
said that Panter pointed the 
gun at Lt. Mills as well as Sgt.

State Finances 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
— 
State Budget Director Thomas 
H. Taylor warns of a “danger 
period” this summer in state 
finances and questions whether 
there will be cash available to 
make the regular July 1 school 
aid distribution on time. 
Taylor last month signaled 
budget trouble when he said 
that a freeze had been imposed 
on hiring new state personnel. 
“ We are concerned, to be 
quite candid at this stage of the 
game, about being able to bring 
out the regular school distribu­ 
tion at the normal tim e,” Tay­ 
lor said. 
He discussed the budget dur­ 
ing taping of WTTV-TV’s week­ 
ly program, “ Report from the 
State house.” 
Local school corporations are 
due to receive more than $60 
million in the quarterly pay­ 
ment of state aid and another 
$46 million in flat grants from 
the state. 
Taylor said there will be no 
problem making the flat grant 
payment on time. 
The budget director blamed 
the possible danger on new leg­ 
islation 
requiring 
a 
sudden 
spending spurt, causing cash 
outflow to outstrip income. 
Taylor said the critical period 
would be from June 1 to mid- 
August. 
Also appearing with Taylor 
was W. Calvert Brand, legisla­ 
tive assistant to Gov. Edgar D.

Newswoman, Captured And Freed 


By Reds, Mum On Her Treatment 


HONG KONG (AP) - Corre­ 
spondent Kate Webb, who was 
captured 
by 
Communist 
sol­ 
diers 
in Cambodia 
and held 
more than three weeks, said to­ 
day most of her captors ap- ' 
peared to be North Vietnamese. 
The North Vietnamese sol­ 
diers, 
she said, 
“have been 
very heavily indoctrinated . . . 
They 
talk 
like 
gramophone 
records from Radio Hanoi . . . 
we got on better with those 
from the South. 
“They bring up the fact that 
they 
have 
been 
fighting 
for 
years and are still fighting . . . 
After the walk from the North 
there is no future for them ex­ 
cept fighting." 
Miss Webb, 28, United Press 
International 
bureau manager 
in Phnom Penh, was captured 
April 8 during a Communist 
ambush on Highway 4 and was 
feared dead. 
She was freed 
May I. 
Miss Webb told a news con­ 
ference the Communist soldiers 


“carry transistors like the GIs” 
and tune them to Radio Hanoi. 
She refused to talk about cer­ 
tain aspects of her treatment 
because “there will be more 
journalists 
captured 
in 
In­ 
dochina” and this might affect 
them. 
She said her captors asked 
her not to say where they had 
taken her and “I will not dis­ 
close where I think we were.” 
On April 16. eight days after 
she 
disappeared, 
Cambodian 
soldiers found the body of a 
woman near where Miss Webb 
was last seen. The body was 
crea mated on the spot, in ac­ 
cordance with Cambodian tra­ 
dition, 
but 
Cambodians 
who 
saw it and knew Miss Webb 
said it was hers. 
“She probably was one of the 
North Vietnamese woman sol­ 
diers who have very pale skins 
because 
they spend most of 
their daytime life in bunkers,” 
Miss Webb said. 


U.S. Planes Destroy 3 Big 
Red Guns In North Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. fighter- 
born hers exchanged fire with 
antiaircraft guns inside North 
Vietnam today and destroyed 
three of the long-range weapons 
in the 3rd strike at the North 
this year, the U.S. Command 
announced. 
A spokesman, Maj. Charles 
Johnson, 
said 
none 
of 
the 
American jets was hit in tlm 
action 40 miles north of the 
demilitarized zone. 
However, the U.S. Command 
reported that another Air Force 
F4 Phantom was shot down, 
Thursday farther south in the 
Laotian panhandle while on a 
mission 
against the 
Ho 
Chi 
Minh trail. The two crewmen 
were 
rescued, 
the command 
said. 
Johnson said the two Phan­ 
toms that made the attack to­ 
day were attacking the upper 
portion of the Ho Chi Minh trail 
when they were fired on by a 
battery less than a mile across 


the border and near the Ban 
Karai pass, one of the major 
crossover points on the Com­ 
munist supply route. 
The jets attacked the enemy 
37mm and 57mm antiaircraft 
guns with bombs, rockets and 
20 mm 
cannon. 
Johnson 
said 
two of the 57mm guns and one 
37mm were destroyed. He said 
the 57mm guns have a range of 
eight miles and the 37s a range 
of five miles. The U. S. air 
campaign against the Ho Chi 
Minh trail has triggered about 
75 per cent of the American 
strikes against the North this 
year.

Drug Search 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Customs Bureau says a crack­ 
down on the flow of illegal 
drugs from 
Indochina 
means 
returning servicemen can ex­ 
pect to be searched thoroughly 
when they enter the States. 
Commissioner 
Myles 
J. 
Am­ 
brose announced the intensified 
Customs effort Thursday, say­ 
ing the problem of illegal drugs 
flowing through military per­ 
sonnel 
and 
post offices 
had 
reached serious proportions. 
Henceforth, he said, all mail 
packages from Southeast Asia 
will be closely examined. 
He said military base com­ 
manders would cooperate with 
Customs officers in checking 
servicemen’s 
baggage, 
their 
personal belongings, and cargo 
returning from Southeast Asia. 
The 
crackdown 
means 
all 
mail parcels going through mil­ 
itary post offices will be sub­ 
ject to “ 100 per cent exam­ 
ination,” Ambrose said. 
A Customs spokesman said 
that means they will be opened. 
Up to now, all parcels haven’t 
been, only those suspected of 
containing drugs. 
Ambrose said the stepped-up 
enforcement action is designed 
to stop what he 
called the 
“flood of high-grade heroin and 
other hard narcotic drugs into 
the United States.” 
One shipment of illicit heroin 
was bagged recently, the com­ 
missioner disclosed, when spe­ 
cial Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drug agents seized 
17 pounds of heroin in a piece 
of military mail April 5. 
The package was seized at 
Ft. Monmouth, N.J., and came 
from 
Bangkok. 
Thailand, 
he 
said. Customs estimated the he­ 
rein is worth about $1 75 million 
if sold on the street. 
The 
seizure 
was 
not 
pre­ 
viously disclosed to “preserve 
the security of the investiga­ 
tions,” Customs said. No ar­ 
rests have been made. 
The heroin, in 20 plastic bags 
in a metal box, was enclosed in 
styrofoam and wrapped in mul­ 
tiple layers of brown paper. 
From March 1 to April 24, a 
Customs spokesman said, Cus­ 
toms made 248 such drug seiz­ 
ures through 
Army and Air 
Force post offices alone.

In the capital itself, a bomb 
scare forced evacuation of 250 
American and Vietnamese em ­ 
ployes from the Joint U.S. Pub­ 
lic Affairs Office. It turned out 
to be a crank threat, the fourth 
at the office since October. 
About 70 South Vietnamese 
militiamen engaged North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong troops in 
the fighting northwest of Sai­ 
gon. 
The 
government 
troops 
were later reinforced and re­ 
ported killing 19 enemy in day­ 
long fighting Thursday. Seven 
South Vietnamese were report­ 
ed killed and six wounded. 
The battle was four miles 
east of Trang Bang, a district 
town in a region that North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong 
forces dominated until U.S. in­ 
fantrymen from the 25th Divi­ 
sion 
cut 
heavily 
into 
their 
ranks. 
The 25th Division began mov­ 
ing out of Vietnam last year 
and completed the move last 
month. 
U.S. bulldozers since early 
April have been clearing the 
heavily vegetated region, which 
is pocked with booby traps, 
mines and bunkers. U.S. tanks 
and armored personnel carriers 
and South Vietnamese militia­ 
men are providing security for 
the operation, and seven Ameri­ 
cans have been killed and near­ 
ly 100 wounded.

Along State Highways In Indiana 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)

Tighter 
restrictions 
on 
bill­ 
boards in Indiana would dam­ 
age not only the billboard in­ 
dustry but many local retailers 
who rely heavily on outdoor 
selling for advertising — bill­ 
board spokesmen said today. 
But a woman from Zionsville 
demurred with an argument the 
billboard people didn’t try to 
answer. 
“I have just one thing to say 
-—signs are ugly,” said Mrs. 
William Huey. “ We have the in­ 
terstate which we didn’t want 
to begin with, but the signs are 
worse.” 
The exchange occurred dur­ 
ing a State Highway Commis­ 
sion hearing on enforcement of 
a 1971 amendment to the state 
billboard act, passed in an ef­ 
fort to bring Indiana into com­ 
pliance with a six-year-old fed­ 
eral law. 
William Huey told federal and 
state 
officials 
he 
applauded 
“ any effort you could make to 
keep signs out of our beautiful 
countryside.” 
Charles 
Burkhart, 
president 
of a South Bend outdoor adver­ 


tising company, said tighter re­ 
strictions 
would 
force 
small 
businessmen to turn to broad­ 
cast and newspaper advertising 
which costs much more than 
billboards and reaches a far 
larger market than covered by 
many small town retailers. 
He pointed out the billboard 
industry nationally donates $450 
million a year to public service 
causes, 
Richard Ellis, a Kokomo at­ 
torney, urged federal and state 
officials to negotiate an agree­ 
ment on billboard regulations. 
He said the federal act does not 
imply that outdoor advertising 
is to be eliminated but that “ its 
displays are to be promoted in a 
reasonable, orderly and effec­ 
tive manner and that the re­ 
sponsibility for initiating criteria 
shall originate with the state.” 
The U.S. Transportation De­ 
partment has threatened to cut 
off $8 million to $10 million a 
year in federal highway funds 
unless the state complies with 
the feaeral act. The law pro­ 
hibits billboards closer than 660 
feet to interstate and federally 
funded primary roads outside 
cities.

This day is devoted to the way our 
grandparents used every bit of meat on 
“Butchering Day.” 
Practically anyone can grill a steak or 
a chop but cooking head cheese is an art 
and its success depends on the care taken 
and the exact amount of herbs used for 
seasonings. Head cheese is a gelatine 
that can be seasoned with any vegetable 
you like and have on hand. Our grand­ 
mothers often used juniper berries or 
allspice berries and nutmeg to achieve an 
unusual flavor. 
In England during the middle ages the 
Boar’s Head was a great delicacy and 
served with great acclaim at the 
royal banquets. In Rush County, the 
head could be stuffed with a homemade 
sausage stuffing, but more than likely it 
was cooked, chopped, and made either 
into a scrapple or a head cheese. 
Here is a recipe that was sent in: 
Head Cheese 
V2 pig’s head 
1 pig’s foot 
4 tablespoons of tarragon vinegar 
(add water to cover) 
2 onions 
2 carrots 
1 clove of garlic 
2 bay leaves 
V2 teaspoon of thyme 
8 peppercorns 
lemon juice to taste 
A mixture of allspice, cloves, and 
nutmeg 
For the average family only V2 of the 
head was cooked at one time and it was 
cut so it fit into the average sized pan. 
Soak the head and the foot in brine for 
24 hours. Remove from the brine and 
cover with water. Add spices and cook 
very slowly for 4 to 6 hours. When the 
meat is cooked it will drop off the bone. 
Chop the meat and vegetables into small 
pieces. Add some of the liquid for the 
gelatine. Serve with mustard. 
Another recipe is made from the calf’s 
head. In this recipe the whole head and 
tongue are simmered until the meat is 
tender. The brains are added during the 
last 15 minutes of cooking. The meat is 
chopped in small pieces. The vegetables 
and herbs cooked with the meat is sim­ 
ilar to that given above, except no feet 
are used in this recipe to give the firm 
gelatine. 
Cook the head and tongue in: 
2 quarts of water 
1 carrot 
1 onion 
V2 cup lemon slices 
1 bay leaf 
4 cloves 
1 tablespoon salt 
V2 teaspoon pepper 
After the meat is chopped, it is mixed 
with a white sauce made with butter, 
flour, and two cups of the liquid in which 
the meat and vegetables were cooked. It 
is now ready to pour into a mold, and 
cover with a cloth. It is chilled and serv­ 
ed in slices.

Kill a criminal and be will 
never break another law. Such a 
system makes no allowance for 
error. 
Short of this enlightened ap­ 
proach, it becomes a problem 
of how to best punish the law 
breaker. The national spot­ 
light has been focused on our 
prison systems. Indiana came 
off no better and no worse than 
similar correctional systems. At 
least we are finally trying to 
solve the problem. 
The last session of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly passed a host of 
new laws which should -improve 
the antiquated prison system 
in the state. State Corrections 
Commissioner Robert P. Hevne 
told me: “We received more 
favorable legislation and with 
considerably less trouble, from 
the last session than we have 
at any previous time in my 21 
years in the field ” 
Counted among the landmark 
laws were the complete over­ 
haul of the Corrections Depart­ 
ment including removing the 
employees from patronage; the 
approval of the regional correc­ 
tions centers; expansion of the 
work-release program and ad­ 
dition of a study-release pro­ 
gram. 
Heyne said: “I think a lot of 
the progress is due to the con­ 
tinued interest and leadership of 
the governor. Some of it is due 
to the public awareness of the 
problems due to the focus of 
national publicity on existing 
conditions. A part is due to 
the increase in crime and the 
resulting attention to the entire 
area of crime, our court sys­ 
tem and corrections.” 
The reorganization of the 
Corrections Department was not 
emergency legislation. There­ 
fore, any action awaits promul­ 
gation of the new laws, expect­ 
ed to be in August or Septem­ 
ber. At that time, the governor 
will appoint a seven-member 
commission. They in turn will 
recommend a Corrections Com­ 
missioner to be appointed by 
the governor.

By Cynthia Lowry 
AP Televlsion-Radio Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — The 
name of Isadora Duncan has 
lived on after the 1920s and she 
has become a sort of legend of 
glamor, unconventionality and 
t r a g e d y . Thursday night’s 
“NET Playhouse” biography of 
the 
American-born 
dancer, 
broadcast on the public broad­ 
casting 
network, 
ruthlessly 
stripped her of glamor and ro­ 
mance. 
The film, running well over 
an hour, showed Isadora first 
as an idealistic young woman, 
fiery and headstrong, as she 
developed what has become 
modern dance. As age and ec­ 
centricity overtook her, she be­ 
came a shambles. 
Producer-director Ken Rus­ 
sell’s technique at times was 
impressionistic and at others it 
looked like a satire of an old 
Keystone Cop movie. Somehow 
the result was a memorable 
portrait. 
Isadora was played by statu­ 
esque Vivian Pickles whose 
strong features and abrupt ges­ 
tures were hard to take when 
she was playing Isadora at the 
peak of her international suc­ 
cess. As the dancer grew older, 
impoverished and involved in 
sleazy love affairs, Miss Pick­ 
les reflected this pathetic, lost 
soul. 
The impetuous dancer went 
to Russia to live after the revo­ 
lution. A segment that played 
like slapstick showed her love 
affair and marriage to a Rus­ 
sian poet. His outrageous con­ 
duct, leading to arrests during 
an unsuccessful dance tour of 
the United States, broke up the 
shaky union... Miss Duncan re­ 
turned to Russia after being 
banned in Boston. Soon she was 
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seen the budget and does not 
know how much money will 
be available for such projects.

Indiana is the first large state 
to attempt such a system. 
A bill was introduced at the 
last session to build a new state 
prison. It never made it out of 
committee. I asked Heyne if 
such an institution was need­ 
ed. He said: “I think that we 
have built our last prison in the 
state, at least as far as they 
are presently constituted for 
maximum security. They are 
costly to build, expensive to 
maintain, and they have not 
been effective in doing the job.” 
He continued: “Only a small 
percentage of the inmates need 
the maximum security of a 
prison. We will always have a 
hard core that are dangerous 
and require maximum security. 
The rest should be confined in 
the areas where they will re­ 
turn to live in order to maintain 
their ties with society.” 
I am not one who blames all 
crimes on the failure of society. 
As long as there are temptation 
we will find a small segment 
of weak-willed people who can­ 
not resist. I support a strong en­ 
forcement of the laws of society. 
On the other hand, I do not 
believe all human errors are 
cause for inhumane treatment. 
Rehabilitation is still a worth­ 
while, if unattainable goal.

1. It is a way of “hitting back” 
at parents — getting even with 
them for the 1001 things parents 
do and make their children do 
in the growing-up process. 
2. Taking drugs is a means 
of feeling love — love in gener­ 
al terms, not physical necessari­ 
ly _ drugs are a way of re­ 
turning to the basic fund a men­ 
tals of life. 
3. Some students said they felt 
drug experimentation was in this 
modern day, a means and part 
of growing up. 
4. Many said words to the ef­ 
fect that it was enjoyable to s*e 
their parents get upset about 
something genuinely. 
5. There were those who gave 
the excuse that drugs were a re­ 
lease from daily tensions and the 
heavy demands of school work 
and offered relief from frustra­ 
tions and the feeling of defeat! 
Naturally, to combat the drug 
problem, we must know facts 
about drugs, but perhaps even 
more important is knowing some 
of the basic reasons why youngs­ 
ters are using drugs in this 
beautiful land of opportunity we 
call America. The above reasons 
are only a small fraction of the 
entire list, I am sure, but will 
give us all food for thought with­ 
in our own personal family sit­ 
uations. 
In trying to analyze drug mis­ 
use we must certainly bear in 
mind that children today are 
raised in a chemical society. 
They have come to know, from 
infancy, they can go to the doc­ 
tor and get a shot for this ail­ 
ment and a pill for that; it fol­ 
lows then that there is a good 
reason why children have built 
the impression they can be doc­ 
tored chemically for any physi­ 
cal or emotional problem. And 
let’s not forget the influence of 
t.v. Wouldn’t a child easily 
come to feel that there is a 
chemical cure for everything by 
watching t.v. commercials? 
It has been reported that some 
of the best children, the articul­ 
ate child who brings home good 
grades and may often be a stu­ 
dent body officer . . .even these 
youngsters are high on the list 
of drug abusers. So then, 
another reason for trying drugs 


comes to the front: to be one of 
the group, to be accepted as 
equal, to be recognized as an 
un-square. 
Some experts in the field of 
drug abuse say that it is time 
for the “generation gap’’ and 
all such nonsense to come to a 
dead halt. In other words, now 
is probably the best time for 
parents to take the reins once 
again and find out what is going 
on among the children. Let’s 
begin to recognize the signs of 
a situation developing into a ser­ 
ious problem before it happens, 
instead of placing ourselves in 
the position of simply saying, 
"I'm sorry” after it had hap­ 
pened.

A sm all group 
was left in the Northern King­ 
dom, and to this the Assyrians 
added certain of their own pop­ 
ulation. T h e s e people were 
knowns as the Sam aritans. 


Heroic Protest 


Why a person with the pene­ 
trating spiritual insight of Hosea 
should be living in the Northern 
Kingdom, we do not know. The 
Prophet Amos lived in the South­ 
ern Kingdom and occasionally 
went across the border into the 
N orthern Kingdom. What he be­ 
held there of sin, idolatry and 
every form of evil drove Amos 
to fury and denunciation. Arnos 
was the first of the so-called 
literary prophets because they 
left behind then a written ac­ 
count of their prophecies. 


Hosea had lived through a 
shattering 
dom estic 
tragedy. 
His wife Gomer was unfaithful, 
and she ended up at last in the 
slave m arket. Hosea purchased 
her and brought her back again 
into his home. There with loving 
but severe discipline he attem pt­ 
ed reform ation We do not know 
whether his efforts were success­ 
ful or not. Hosea has frequently 
been called the prophet of love. 


This Sunday School Lesson for 
May 9 tells of a controversy (or 
law suit) that God had with the 
people of this Northern Kingdom 


By sw earing, and lying, and kill­ 
ing, and stealing and com m it­ 
ting adultery the people of the 
N orthern Kingdom had become 
definitely hostile to God and his 
purposes. They w ere being des­ 
troyed for lack of knowledge. 
Because the N orthern Kingdom 
had 
rejected 
knowledge 
God 
would also reject them . Divine 
retribution was about to fall on 
the vast m ajority of Hebrew peo­ 
ple. 


F irst Things F irst 
The Ten Com m andm ents make 
it plain that we m ust put God 
first and keep him first. We 
m ust live lives of righteousness. 
The first of the Ten Com m and­ 
m ents lays down the unqualified 
requirem ent 
that 
God 
would 
have of us. “ Thou shall have no 
other gods before m e” (Exodus 
20:3; Deuteronomy 5:7). Hosea 
declares that his contem poraries 
are sowing the wind and they 
should be aw are of the fact that 
if they sow the wind they will 
reap the whirlwind (Hosea 8:7). 
All m oral life is definitely bas­ 
ed on the Ten Com m andm ents. 
The superstructure is the Chris­ 
tian gospel. 


The Sunday School Lesson 
for May 9 is entitled “ God’s 
Controversy 
with 
Israel’s 
L eaders.” Hosea 4:1-6; 7:7b- 
10. 


There is plenty of idolatry in 
the world today, and among n a ­ 
tions which believe them selves 
entirely clear of such evils. Any­ 
thing placed before God is an 
idol. 
Many 
people 
worship 
money, and proably the over­ 
whelming m ajority of such peo­ 
ple would deny this. The an­ 
cients worshiped idols of wood 
and stone. Modern idolaters wor­ 
ship 
such 
things 
as 
money, 
pleasure, power and self indulg­ 
ence. 
The statem ent about sowing 
the wind and reaping the whirl­ 
wind is m eant to im press us 
with growing power of evil once 
it lays hold on our lives. Little 
com prom ises tend to involve us 


later in what m ay become d e­ 
vastating sins. When a life goes 
to pieces m orally the catastro ­ 
phe would appear to be as sud­ 
den as it is devastating, As a 
m atter of fact, 
m oral break­ 
downs are usually not the result 
of one overwhelm ing 
tem pta­ 
tion. R ather the m oral break­ 
down would appear to be the 
clim ax of a series of com pro­ 
mises which ended with our put­ 
ting God and honor out of our 
lives 
and 
substituting 
selfish­ 
ness, com prom ise and evil. Over 
a long period of tim e these sins 
violate the conscience and end 
up at last by destroying it. 


Destruction Ahead 


The prophet Hosea declared 
that his people were destroyed 
because of a lack of knowledge. 
The basis of sound religion is 
not knowledge, but faith. How­ 
ever, knowledge and faith be­ 
long together. Sound religious 
faith m ust meet the test that 
sound reasoning brings against 
it. Creeds have their place in 
life. Church-going is one of the 
best habits anyone can acquire, 
but if our actions during the 
week don’t m easure up to the re ­ 
ligion we m anifest on Sunday, 
then we shall soon find oursel­ 
ves in a position of im balance 
that will be far from com forta­ 
ble. 
We have to learn to live with 
ourselves. We have to learn to 
live with others. We have to 
learn to live with God. Is the 
m oral life of our country im ­ 
proving or declining? Nations as 
well as individuals can lose their 
m oral character. Then is dem ­ 
onstrated that if we sow the 
wind we reap the whirlwind.
